During the ytar, special a tent ion had to be given 
towards solving the problems arising out of the influx of fresh 
migrants from East Palcistar. infl’ii started from the middle 
of the year 1963. But from January, 1964, the exodus of tho 
minority communities of Last Pakistan, viz., Hindus, Christians 
and BUdohlsts started in a large scale as a result of serious 
communal disturbances tbut tooV.. place in E'J’St Pakistan. 

During the year, 21,768 families consisting of 90,641 
persons entered Tripura. 16 Transit Camps were opened in 
different parts of the Territory to afford shelter to the 
migrants. 6059 families consisting of 23,279 persons were 
provided shelter in the Transit Camps and the remaining 16,709 
families consisting of 68,362 persons managed to rehabilitate 
themselves by their own efforts. 

The Comp inmates were given monthly cash allowance for 
maintenance. The rates of CaSh allowance varied from Rs. 30/- 
to Bs. 70/- according to the size of the families. The camp 
inmates were supplied with clotnings, blankets, free medical 
aid and skimmed milk received under the United States Aid 
Programme, 37 tube-wells were sunk in the camps to supply 
drinking water to the inmates, Piatlon ca.ds were also issued 
to them for buying rice, wheat and sugar at controlled rates.
